The Holy Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ according to Luke 
When the time came for their purification according to the law of Moses, they brought 
him up to Jerusalem to present him to the Lord (as it is written in the law of the Lord, 
“Every firstborn male shall be designated as holy to the Lord"), and they offered a 
sacrifice according to what is stated in the law of the Lord, "a pair of turtledoves or 
two young pigeons." Now there was a man in Jerusalem whose name was Simeon; this 
man was righteous and devout, looking forward to the consolation of Israel and the 
Holy Spirit rested on him. It had been revealed to him by the Holy Spirit that he 
would not see death before he had seen the Lord’s Messiah. Guided by the Spirit, 
imeon came into the temple; and when the parents brought in the child Jesus, to do 
him what was customary under the law, Simeon took him in his arms and praised 
~~ jd, saying, "Master, now you are dismissing your servant in peace, according to 
your word; for my eyes have seen your salvation, which you have prepared in the 
presence of all peoples, a light for revelation to the Gentiles and for glory to your 
people Israel." And the child’s father and mother were amazed at what was being said 
about him. Then Simeon blessed them and said to his mother Mary, "This child is 
destined for the falling and the rising of many in Israel, and to be a sign that will be 
opposed so that the inner thoughts of many will be revealed - and a sword will pierce 
your own soul too." There was also a prophet, Anna the daughter of Phanuel, of the 
tribe of Asher. She was of a great age, having the age of eighty-four. She never left 
the temple but worshipped there with fasting and prayer night and day. At that 
moment she came, and began to praise God and to speak about the child to all who 
were looking for the redemption of Jerusalem. When they had finished everything 
required by the law of the Lord, they returned to Galilee, to their own town of 
Nazareth. The child grew and became strong, filled with wisdom; and the favour of 

God was upon him.

ANTHOLOGY 
MANY WAYS OF BAPTISM 


There is much variety in the practice of Baptism 
within the Christian Church. There is both 
Infant and Believer’s Baptism. There is 
immersion and sprinkling or pouring of the 
water. Most frequently, water is poured or 
sprinkled over the forehead of the candidate. 
But Baptism in United and Anglican Churches 
may also be by immersion. The Christian 
Church baptized infants by immersion up until 
the 13th century, and Orthodox churches still do. 
Several United Churches in Canada contain a 
baptistry - a container for Baptism water large 
enough to immerse an adult in. Our church 
follows the practice of infant as well as adult 
Baptism. From the days of the early church, the 
children of believing parents have been baptized 
and nurtured in the family of Christ’s followers. 
This acknowledges that children too, are part of 
the covenant relationship with God. The 
Baptism of children clearly indicates that this is 
God’s action. God’s love is freely given and 
does not rest on any act of ours - even our 
penitence - for God loved us from the foundation 
of the world. Infant Baptism becomes a symbol 
of the entire Christian life as humble reliance on 
God. As Jesus said, we must have a childlike 
trust if we are to enter the Kingdom. Infant 
Baptism emphasizes God’s grace and the faith 
both of parents and of the Christian Church. 
Home and Church together nurture and care for 
the child. Parents and congregation assume a 
solemn responsibility at the Baptism of a child.

South African churches speakout on democracy: 


In Canada, people often take our right to vote for granted. Yet in 
South Africa and many other countries, people are excluded from voting or 
participating in democratic decision making. The churches in South Africa 
have been active supporters of the struggle for democracy. While the 
following statements are addressed to South African Christians, they also 
challenge Canadians to re-think the link between democracy and our faith. 


The following is from The Road to Democracy, a discussion paper 
released by the Institute for Contextual Theology earlier this year: 


Democracy is not a Biblical word. It was coined in Europe to describe a 
form of government that emerged gradually out of the struggle against 
political injustices. It is therefore not possible to find Biblical texts or 
verses that are either for or against democracy as such. 


However, the concept of democracy is based on certain values which can 
be found in the Bible: justice, equality, freedom and accountability. These 
we might call the four pillars upon which the modern political concept of 
democracy is, or should be, built. We must search the Bible and allow the 
Bible to question us about these principles... 
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The church must be neutral in the sense that it must not owe its loyalty to 
any political party. On the other hand, the church cannot be neutral in the 
sense that it abandons its own principles of justice, equality, freedom and 
accountability....Every Christian has a responsibility for promoting 
justice, and therefore democracy, in every possible area of life.” 


The South Africa Catholic Bishops’ Conference issued a Pastoral 
Letter in April, 1993 titled, Towards a Democratic Future, which said 
in part: 


“ The worst enemy of democracy is apathy. People through laziness and 
indifference, can allow politicians to behave in a domineering and 
dictatorial way and not challenge them. People can be ignorant because 
they do not inform themselves about what is happening, they do not talk to 
others, or read, or attend political meetings. Apathy means that the 
people keep quiet when they are cheated, when their rights are violated 
and when politicians misuse their power. Apathy means people accept 
injustice in silence. It means that we don’t get involved in public affairs 
ourselves and we do nothing when wicked politicians take over. It is 
sinful, if through our apathy, we allow a bad government to rule the 
country. 


It is our Christian hope that helps us to overcome our apathy and to 
struggle continually for a better society. 


Modern democracies espouse the separation of church and state. Church 
leaders do not enter into party politics. Priests do not instruct church 
members about what parties or individuals they should vote for and they 
do not allow church meetings or services to be used for party political 
purposes. But the church and its ministers have the right to speak out on 
issues of justice even when these are political issues. Abuses of power and 
violations of human rights must be addressed by the religious community. 
Also, as part of their service to humanity, religious leaders must assist in 
the process of studying and helping people understand the values that 
make up a truly democratic spirit. 


By choosing a government which will care not only for the land and its 
resources but also for all the people we will be helping to bring about 
God’s will and God’s kingdom however imperfectly. Surely that is what 
we pray for daily when we say “Thy kingdom come, thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven.” 


?Questions to ask yourself Gnd your candidates: 


* What priority do you give to eliminating poverty in Canada? 


* How can Canada help to redress the growing gap between rich and 
poor in the world today? 


What other justice issues should be a priority for government action? 


How can we make our government and our society more participatory 
and democratic? 


* How can we support struggles for democracy in other countries? 


What can you do? 


* Pray and reflect on your faith values and inform yourself of the issues 
when discerning how to vote. 


Discuss election issues and ethical principles with others in your 
church, work place and community. 


* Question candidates on justice issues. 


* Follow-up after the election with your new MP, reminding him/her of 
your justice concerns. 


A prayer as you prepare to cast your vote: 
O God, open my eyes and heart to discern your purpose for this 


society. May my vote contribute to the unfolding of your realm in 
our midst. Amen

WITH CLENCHED FISTS ... 


Praying is no easy matter. It demands a 
relationship in which you allow the other 
to enter into the very centre of your 
person, allow him to speak there, allow 
him to touch the sensitive core of your 
being, and allow him to see so much that 
you would rather leave in darkness. And 
when do you really want to do that? 
Perhaps you would let the other come 
across the threshold to say something, to 
touch something, but to let him into that 
place where your life gets its form, that is 
dangerous and calls for defense. 


The resistance to praying is like the 
resistance of tightly clenched fists. This 
image shows the tension, the desire to 
cling tightly to yourself, a greediness 
which betrays fear. The story about an 
old woman brought to a psychiatric centre 
exemplifies this attitude. She was wild, 
swinging at everything in sight, and 
scaring everyone so much that the doctors 
had to take everything away from her. 
But there was one small coin which she 
gripped in her fist and would not give up. 
In fact, it took two men to pry open the 
squeezed hand. It was as though she 
would lose her very self along with the 
coin. If they deprived her of that last 
possession, she would have nothing more, 
and be nothing more. That was her fear.

It demands a 
relationship in which you allow the other 
to enter into the very centre of your 
person, allow him to speak there, allow 
him to touch the sensitive core of your 
being, and allow him to see so much that 
you would rather leave in darkness. And 
when do you really want to do that? 
Perhaps you would let the other come 
across the threshold to say something, to 
touch something, but to let him into that 
place where your life gets its form, that is 
dangerous and calls for defense. 


The resistance to praying is like the 
resistance of tightly clenched fists. This 
image shows the tension, the desire to 
cling tightly to yourself, a greediness 
which betrays fear. The story about an 
old woman brought to a psychiatric centre 
exemplifies this attitude. She was wild, 
swinging at everything in sight, and 
scaring everyone so much that the doctors 
had to take everything away from her. 
But there was one small coin which she 
gripped in her fist and would not give up. 
In fact, it took two men to pry open the 
squeezed hand. It was as though she 
would lose her very self along with the 
coin. If they deprived her of that last 
possession, she would have nothing more, 
and be nothing more. That was her fear.

I forgave you all that debt because 
you pleaded with me. Should you not have had mercy on your fellow slave, as I had 
mercy on you?’ And in anger his lord handed him over to be tortured until he would 
pay his entire debt. So my heavenly Father will also do to every one of you, if you

BELLTOWER NEWS 


The North American Guild of Bellringers is holding its 
convention at Christ Church September 4 - 6. We welcome 
ringers from England, Australia, the United States, as well as 
from Vancouver and Victoria. 


Christ Church has a unique resource - our bell tower. It is one of 
only four active bell towers in Canada. All parishioners are able 
to have the bells rung on Sunday between the 9.15 a.m. and 11.00 
a.m. services. For example, you may wish to have the bells rung 
in memory of a loved one, or in thanksgiving for someone or 
something, or perhaps in celebration of some momentous occasion. 


The concept is similar to that used very successfully by the Altar 
Guild for the altar flowers each Sunday. Indeed, for those 
parishioners who have not been able to get a spot on the "Flower 
Calendar" on a particular Sunday, there will be the option for them 
to have the bells rung to celebrate the occasion. An announcement 
will be placed in the Sunday bulletin, and the donation requested 
will be $30, for which a tax receipt will be issued by the Church. 


Funds raised in this fashion will be used for the ongoing 
maintenance of the bells, such as rope replacement, and for the 
cost of having the bells tuned periodically. This year major 
renovations have been made in the bell tower to provide a more 
comfortable environment for the bell ringers. We hope that this 
will mean that the bells will be able to be rung in the dead of 
winter, and not silenced as was the case last Christmas. There 
remain additional renovations to be made, and funds raised will be 
used in this connection as well.

BELLTOWER NEWS 


The North American Guild of Bellringers is holding its 
convention at Christ Church September 4 - 6. We welcome 
ringers from England, Australia, the United States, as well as 
from Vancouver and Victoria. 


Christ Church has a unique resource - our bell tower. It is one of 
only four active bell towers in Canada. All parishioners are able 
to have the bells rung on Sunday between the 9.15 a.m. and 11.00 
a.m. services. For example, you may wish to have the bells rung 
in memory of a loved one, or in thanksgiving for someone or 
something, or perhaps in celebration of some momentous occasion. 


The concept is similar to that used very successfully by the Altar 
Guild for the altar flowers each Sunday. Indeed, for those 
parishioners who have not been able to get a spot on the "Flower 
Calendar" on a particular Sunday, there will be the option for them 
to have the bells rung to celebrate the occasion. An announcement 
will be placed in the Sunday bulletin, and the donation requested 
will be $30, for which a tax receipt will-be issued by the Church. 


Funds raised in this fashion will be used for the ongoing 
maintenance of the bells, such as rope replacement, and for the 
cost of having the bells tuned periodically. This year major 
renovations have been made in the bell tower to provide a more 
comfortable environment for the bell ringers. We hope that this 
will mean that the bells will be able to be rung in the dead of 
winter, and not silenced as was the case last Christmas. There 
remain additional renovations to be made, and funds raised will be 
used in this connection as well.

And when she could hide him no longer she took for him a 
basket made of bulrushes, and daubted it with bitumen and pitch; and she put the child in it and placed 
it among the reeds at the river’s brink. And his sister stood at a distance, to know what would be done 
to him. Now the daughter of Pharaoh came down to bathe at the river, and her maidens walked beside 
the river; she saw the basket among the reeds and sent her maid to fetch it. When she opened it she 
saw the child; and o, the babe was crying. She took pity on him and said, "This is one of the Hebrews’ 
children." Then his sister said to Pharaoh’s daughter, "Shall I go and call you a nurse from the Hebrew 
women to nurse the child for you?” An Pharaoh's daughter said to her, "Go." So the girl went and 
called the child’s mother.

TRINITY 


The much-maligned doctrine of the Trinity is an 
assertion that, appearances to the contrary 
notwithstanding, there is only one God. 


Father, Son, and Holy Spirit mean that the 
mystery beyond us, the mystery among us, and 
the mystery within us are all the same mystery. 
Thus the Trinity is a way of saying something 
about us and the way we experience God. 


The Trinity is also a way of saying something 
about God and the way he is within himself, 
i.e., God does not need the Creation in order to 
have something to love because within himself 
love happens. In other words, the love God is 
is love not as a noun but as a verb. This verb is 
reflexive as well as transitive. 


If the idea of God as both Three and One seems 
far-fetched and obfuscating, look in the mirror 
someday. 


There is (a) the interior life known only to 
yourself and those you choose to communicate it 
to (the Father). There is (b) the visible face 
which in some measure reflects that inner life 
(the Son). And there is (c) the invisible power 
you have in order to communicate that interior 
life in such a way that others do not merely 
know about it, but know it in the sense of its 
becoming part of who they are (the Holy Spirit). 
Yet what you are looking at in the mirror is 
clearly and indivisibly the one and only You.

PASTORAL LETTER TO THE DIOCESE OF CCLORADO Sept. 25, 1985 


The instinctive response of the Christian community to 
the AIDS crisis should be one of immediate compassion for 
its victims. The second response should be "like unto it"-- 
a firm witness against the sort of fear-mongering which 
states that AIDS is "the visitation of God's wrath upon 
homosexual people." Such simple-minded and presumptuous 
reasoning would raise questions about every other disease. 
For example, what "sin" is being punished by Legionnaires’ 
disease, sickle cell anemia, cancer, and the common cold? 

If the will of God is as perfectly revealed in Jesus 
Christ as we Christians say it is, then God treats disease 
as an enemy and offers healing, compassion, love, and 
reconciliation for all of his children. 

The epidemic raises another question: What about the 
common cup at Holy Communion? First of all, let us examine 
the facts as they are currently known. The proven methods 
of transmission of AIDS are: 

1. Intimate sexual contact with the exchange of 
semen or blood. 
2. Sharing of intravenous needles. 
3. Transfusion, if the blood product is infected. 
4. From a mother to a child, either prenatally or 
_ at birth. 

There are no other known avenues of infection. While 
the virus has been found in extremely small quantities in 
saliva and tears, there is no indication that it has ever 
been transmitted through these fluids. All of the medical 
evidence that we can gather at this point indicates that 
there is no danger of contamination through the common cup. 
We intend to continue oue own practice of receiving from 
the chalice after all others have been communicated. It 
is difficult to imagine that the Lord would knowingly ex- 
pose his children to unnecessary risks of infection through 
this central sacrament of our faith. 

Nonetheless, during this crisis we must all exercise 
great pastoral wisdom and understanding with one another. 
Catholic theology has always maintained that full and: ad- 
equate communion is administered through either of the 
Species, the consecrated bread or the consecrated wine. 

If a victim of AIDS declines to use the common cup for 
fear of exposure to a harmful bacteria which might devas- 
tate a body whose immune system has already been destroyed, 
let us be very understanding. By the same token, let us 
exercise the same kind of understanding for the cautious 
person who wishes to receive only the consecrated host. 
Above all, let us avoid all words and actions which might 
inadvertantly turn this crisis into a political issue. 

The proper response for Christians is, as we have said, 
compassion, love, and the exercise of every Christian gift 
to alleviate unnecessary suffering. 

In this vein, we ask that prayers be said reaularly 
in all of our congrenations for the victims of AIDS, and 
I urne allt wesbers of our Church to exercise whatever 
political power and pressure they may have to ensure that 
adequate resources are made available for medical research 
into its causes and possible cure. Most importantly, 
Please see that every caution is taken to avoid stiqma- 
tization of the vic ting Of this dread disease.

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PASTORAL LETTER TO THE DIOCESE OF CCLORADO Sept. 25, 1985 


The instinctive response of the Christian community to 
the AIDS crisis should be one of immediate compassion for 
its victims. The second response should be "Tike unto it"-- 
a firm witness against the sort of fear-mongering which 
states that AIDS is "the visitation of God's wrath upon 
homosexual people." Such simple-minded and presumptuous 
reasoning would raise questions about every other disease. 
For example, what "sin" is being punished by Legionnaires’ 
disease, sickle cell anemia, cancer, and the common cold? 

If the will of God is as perfectly revealed in Jesus 
Christ as we Christians say it is, then God treats disease 
as an enemy and offers healing, compassion, Tove, and 
reconciliation for alt of his children. 

The epidemic raises another question: What about the 
common cup at Holy Communion? First of all, let us examine 
the facts as they are currently known. The proven methods 
of transmission of AIDS are: 

1. Intimate sexual contact with the exchange of 
semen or blood. 
2. Sharing of intravenous needles. 
3. Transfusion, if the blood product is infected. 
4. From a mother to a child, either prenatally or 
_ at birth. 

There are no other known avenues of infection. While 
the virus has been found in extremely small quantities in 
saliva and tears, there is no indication that it has ever 
been transmitted through these fluids. Al} of the medical 
evidence that we can gather at this point indicates that 
there is no danger of contamination through the common Cup. 
We intend to continue oue own practice of receiving from 
the chalice after all others have been communicated. It 
is difficult to imagine that the Lord would knowingly ex- 
pose his children to unnecessary risks of infection through 

this central sacrament of our faith. 

Nonetheless, during this crisis we must all exercise 
great pastoral wisdom and understanding with one another. 
Catholic theology has always maintained that full and ad- 
equate communion is administered through either of the 
Species, the consecrated bread or the consecrated wine. 

If a victim of AIDS declines to use the common cup for 
fear of exposure to a harmful bacteria which might devas- 
tate a body whose immune system has already been destroyed, 
Tet us be very understanding. By the same token, let us 
exercise the same kind of understanding for the cautious 
person who wishes to receive only the consecrated host. 
Above all, tet us avoid all words and actions which might 
inadvertantly turn this crisis into a political issue. 

The proper response for Christians is, as we have said, 
Compassion, love, and the exercise of every Christian gift 
to alleviate unnecessary suffering. 

In this vein, we ask that prayers be said reqularly 
in all of our congrenations for the victims of AIDS, and 
I urae all members of our Church to exercise whatever 
political power and pressure they may have to ensure that 
adequate resources are made available for medical research 
into its causes and possible cure. Most importantly, 
please see that every caution is taken to avoid stigma- 
ization oF The victing of this dread disease.

Members are not so much concerned 
about who is taking care of them as they are 
about how they can engage the surrounding 
neighbourhood and culture with the good news 
of the Gospel ... 

Their job is to make disciples ... 

Their clergy understand that any form of 
pastoral care that keeps people in perpetual 
dependence on them is diseased and 
dysfunctional ... 

The members of an evangelising parish 
know that the ministry belongs to them ... 
They are discovering the gifts that God has 
given them personally for ministry, and are 
learning how to use those gifts...

The members of an evangelising parish 
know that the ministry belongs to them . 
They are discovering the gifts that God has 
given them personally for ministry, and are 
learning how to use those gifts...

THE PARABLE OF THE GEESE 


Supposing wild geese could speak? Then they 
would arrange their own church services. 

They would come together on Sundays and a 
gander would preach the sermon. The burden of his 
sermon would be: what a lofty destiny geese have! 
What a sublime goal the Creator (and whenever His 
Name was uttered the geese would curtsey and the 
ganders would bow their heads) had set before them. 
With the aid of their wings they would be able to fly 
off to distant lands, to blessed climes where they 
would really feel at home, for here they were only 
strangers. 

So it would happen every Sunday. And as soon 
as they came out of church they would waddle off 
home to their own affairs. And then off to church the 
next Sunday and then home again. And that was the 
end of it; they prospered and looked good, became 
plump and tender ... and then at Christmas they were 
served up and eaten. And that was the end of it. For 
though the sermon on Sunday had sounded wonderful, 
on Monday the geese would be busily telling each 
other what would happen to a goose that really wanted 
to use the wings the Creator had provided and destined 
for the high goal set before it, what would befall it, 
what an awful fate would overtake it. This was one 
subject on which the geese were quite unanimous. But 
of course, it would have been unseemly to speak of 
this on Sundays. For, as they said, it would then 
become obvious that our divine service is really only 
making a fool of God and of ourselves. 

Among the geese, however, there were one or 
two individuals who seemed to be suffering and these 
remained thin and scraggy. The other geese would 
talk about them and say: ‘There, you see what comes 
of taking this flying business so seriously! It’s 
because their hearts are so full of the desire to fly that 
they become so thin, do not thrive, do not have the 
grace of God as we do, which is why we are so plump 
and tender.’ And so they would go again to church 
the next Sunday and the old gander would preach 
about the sublime goal the Creator (and here again the 
geese would curtsey and the ganders bow their head) 
had set before geese and given them wings specially 
for this purpose.

ANTHOLOGY 
CHILDREN RECEIVING WINE 


It is encouraging to have children participating 
in the eucharist. We have talked about 
receiving the bread. Here are a few words on 
children receiving wine. First it is not 
necessary to receive both bread and wine to 
have a full communion. So, if your child 
does not want to receive the cup or you do not 
want them to receive the cup, have them stop 
before the administrator with their hands 
crossed over their chest, nod an 
acknowledgement, then return to their seats. 
At the kneeling station they fold their hands 
and remain kneeling until the wine has passed 
them by 3 people. (They should put the bread 
in their mouth before they move away from 
the administrator of the bread.) There are two 
ways to receive the wine, by intinction 
(dipping) or by drinking from the cup. The 
greatest danger with intinction is that the child 
treats the cup as though it were a glass of 
milk into which they are dipping an Oreo 
cookie. They try to hold the wafer in as 
deeply and as long as possible. This leads to 
accidents which make it uncomfortable for 
those receiving after them. If your child 


_ drinks from the cup, do teach them to place 


their hands on the base of the cup and to help 
guide the cup to and from their lips. This 
seems to increase their attention. If they are 
kneeling at the rail, they need to stand to put 
their hands on the cup. 


As Anglicans, there are many variations and 
theories about receiving the eucharist. The 
above is only one way. You might reinforce 
your teachings through playing church with 
your children. Small Ritz crackers make good 
wafers and some juice in a wine goblet a good 
chalice.

ANTHOLOGY 
CHILDREN RECEIVING WINE 


It is encouraging to have children participating 
in the eucharist. We have talked about 
receiving the bread. Here are a few words on 
children receiving wine. First it is not 
necessary to receive both bread and wine to 
have a full communion. So, if your child 
does not want to receive the cup or you do not 
want them to receive the cup, have them stop 
before the administrator with their hands 
crossed over their chest, nod an 
acknowledgement, then return to their seats. 
At the kneeling station they fold their hands 
and remain kneeling until the wine has passed 
them by 3 people. (They should put the bread 
in their mouth before they move away from 
the administrator of the breac.) There are two 
ways to receive the wine, by intinction 
(dipping) or by drinking from the cup. The 
greatest danger with intinction is that the child 
treats the cup as though it were a glass of 
milk into which they are dipping an Oreo 
cookie. They try to hold the wafer in as 
deeply and as long as possible. This leads to 
accidents which make it uncomfortable for 
those receiving after them. If your child 
drinks from the cup, do teach them to place 
their hands on the base of the cup and to help 
guide the cup to and from their lips. This 
seems to increase their attention. If they are 
kneeling at the rail, they need to stand to put 
their hands on the cup. 


As Anglicans, there are many variations and 
theories about receiving the eucharist. The 
above is only one way. You might reinforce 
your teachings through playing church with 


your children. Small Ritz crackers make good - 


wafers and some juice in a wine goblet a good 
chalice.

I am very conscious of living in a time when 
there are far more questions than answers. 

That is true in every facet of human existence. 

Banking, politics, medicine, unions, churches, 

education. Anyone who exercises any 

leadership role knows exactly what I mean. 

In spite of long range planning, workshops, 

think tanks, books of insight which probe the 

future or which probe various methodologies - 

in spite of all these very valuable and 

worthwhile activities, life in the late twentieth 

century is lived essentially surrounded by a 

circle of questions to which answers are rather 

scarce. All of which may sound to you like a 

downer. I don’t mean it that way. In fact the 
reason I said those things at all is that I came 

across a quotation which jumped off the page 

at me. It’s from the writings of 
Rainer Maria Rilke. Here it is... “Be patient 
toward all that is unsolved in your heart and 

try to love the questions themselves like 
locked rooms, or like books that are written in 
a foreign language. Do not now seek the 

answers, which cannot be given you because 

you would not be able to live them. The point 

is to live everything, to live the questions 
now." That really spoke to me when it said” 
"try to live the questions now." I suppose it 
struck me because one is apt to think of 
struggling with questions as a kind of negative 
and draining interlude before the positive 
achievement of getting the answer. In fact, 

when one comes to think of it, the irony of 
life is that so often getting answers is a very 

short lived satisfaction. Maybe the secret is 

that we are operating at our deepest and best 

when we are wrestling with questions.

ANTHOLOGY 
REACHING OUT 


Every year, just about this time I share a 
certain thought. It’s about this season. No 
matter where one is originally from, no matter 
what religion we may be, or perhaps no 
religion, this season is impossible to escape. 
The fact of the matter is that modem 
Christmas is not so much nonreligious as it 
has become a vast universal new kind of 
quasi-religious experience. As with any 
religion there exists at the heart of our 
contemporary Christmas a great myth. In that 
myth everyone is happy. If they are not then 
they are outside the myth. In the myth 
everyone is going to the airport or the bus or 
the train station to meet people they love. In 
the myth everyone is giving and receiving 
gifts. Everyone is sitting around a family 
table. Everyone receives and sends cards. 
But you and I, if we take time to think for a 
single moment, realize that everyone is not 
part of this wonderful myth. In fact if we 
really think about it, every one of us can bring 
to mind at least one person known to us for 
whom for some reason this is anything but a 
happy season. A job has been lost, a dream 
shattered, a loved one lost, a marriage broken, 


a love affair gone sour. The list is longer but- 


you know what I mean. In the euphoria of 
this season it is very easy to forget this. 
Indeed, even if we remember, it is very easy 
to distance ourselves from that sadness in 
someone else’s life until the season is over. 
However, if we don’t distance ourselves, if 
we reach out to that person, then 
paradoxically we don’t lose Christmas. We 
discover the reality of it.

So 
let me share this lovely thing I came across 
some years ago. You may have seen it and 
you just may have forgotten it. It’s four 
and a half centuries old. It’s part of a letter 
form Fra Giovanni to a friend. "I salute 
you. There is nothing I can give you which 
you have not; but there is much that, while 
I cannot give you, you can take. No 
heaven can come to us unless our hearts 
find rest in it today: Take heaven. No 
peace lies in the future which is not hidden 
in the present: Take peace. The gloom of 
the world is but a shadow; behind it yet 
within our reach, is joy: Take joy. And so 
at this season I greet you, with the prayer 
that for you, now and forever, the day 
breaks and the shadows flee away." A 
lovely thing. At least I think so. It’s from 
a letter written in 1513 by Fra Giovanni. I 
offer it to you as a small but lovely gift in 
this season.

The Feast 
of St. Nicholas 


In many countries, St. Nicholas Day is remembered 
through gift-giving. Liturgically, the festival of 
Nicholas bears a link to the Sunday themes. "He 
has sent me to bring glad tidings to the lowly, to 
heal the brokenhearted" (Isa 61:1-3). The text fits 
the legend of the saintly Bishop of Myra who 
showed special care for the poor. The coming of 
the reign of God, of care for all people, is 
symbolized in the custom of gift-giving. Though | 
St. Nicholas’ gifts to children are restricted to 
candy and small items, the spirit of the feast 
extends the giving to any whose apparent needs call 
for a gracious response. 


In Holland St. Nicholas comes dressed as a mitred 
bishop, visiting children’s parties on the night of 
December 5. In Germany, he is dressed in a fur- 
trimmed brown suit and carries a large sack over 
his shoulder filled with fruit, nuts and candy for 
good children, and coal for the undeserving. On 
the night before St. Nicholas Day, the children put 
their shoes outside their bedroom doors to be filled 
with the hoped-for treats. In some countries 
children are encouraged to respond to the saint’s 
generosity by finding someone to help or to surprise 
with a treat.

* During Advent 1903 an incident occurred in the home of a Methodist minister in 
*Parnsville Ohio, that sparked the White Gift Service into being. Their children were 

* arguing over two dolls that they had just received in a gift exchange at Sunday 

* School. One was a beautifully clothed expensive doll, purchased by a well-to-do 
family. The other was a small doli bought at a 5 cent-$1 store. Jealousy abounded. 

x The gift exchange had not enhanced the spirit of Christmas as intended, but had 
brought out the worstin the two children. The minister's wite had an idea. She 
remembered the story of the wise King Kublah Khan, and his people. They each 
xgave the King a gift, but each wrapped the gift in white, so all the gifts looked equal. 

* By doing this the love and devotion of the giver became more important than the 

gift. So she suggested that the children bring gifts wrapped in white to give to Jesus 

* (Christ the King). Then these gifts could be given to people in need in the true spirit

The Feast 
of St. Nicholas 


In many countries, St. Nicholas Day is remembered 
through gift-giving. Liturgically, the festival of 
Nicholas bears a link to the Sunday themes. "He 
has sent me to bring glad tidings to the lowly, to 
heal the brokenhearted" (Isa 61:1-3). The text fits 
the legend of the saintly Bishop of Myra who 
showed special care for the poor. The coming of 
the reign of God, of care for all people, is 
symbolized in the custom of gift-giving. Though 
St. Nicholas’ gifts to children are restricted to 
candy and small items, the spirit of the feast 
extends the giving to any whose apparent needs call 
for a gracious response. 


In Holland St. Nicholas comes dressed as a mitred 
bishop, visiting children’s parties on the night of 
December 5. In Germany, he is dressed in a fur- 
trimmed brown suit and carries a large sack over 
his shoulder filled with fruit, nuts and candy for 
good children, and coal for the undeserving. On 
the night before St. Nicholas Day, the children put 
their shoes outside their bedroom doors to be filled 
with the hoped-for treats. In some countries 
children are encouraged to respond to the saint’s 
generosity by finding someone to help or to surprise 
with a treat.

One beautiful tradition of Advent is the lighting of the Advent 
wreath. The Advent wreath may be used in the church, at home, 
and in the church school. The purpose of the wreath is to deepen 
understanding of Christmas. From the First Sunday in Advent to 
Christmas Eve, the wreath grows in beauty and light until it is 
replaced by the creche and the Christmas tree which symbolize 
Christ and the eternal life he has won for us. 


Historically the Advent wreath is traced to pagan sources. Some 
believe the wreath originated in Scandinavia. During the shortest 
days of the year, people placed lighted candles in a wheel. They 
prayed the god of light to turn the wheel of the earth toward the 
sun again and lengthen the days. The custom was adapted by the 
Christian Church to demonstrate that the people dwelling in 
darkness were so admirably given light by the Son of God. Since 
Advent sets a mood of waiting in the dark and since Christ was 
born on a day when light begins to gain ascendency over the 
darkness, lighting the Advent wreath is a most appropriate custom. 
Later the practice spread to Central and Western Europe. 


The form of a wreath evolved from the use of a simple spray of 
evergreen placed near the hearth. The evergreen symbolized the 
everlasting life found in Christ. Since the greens came from out 
of doors where nature was in its winter sleep, the evergreen 
testified to the continuation of life. Bending the branch so that the 
ends touched formed a circle, further symbolizing life without end, 
and the evergreen spray became a wreath. 


The candles signified God’s Son as the light of the world. 
Customarily, there are, four candles for the four weeks of Advent, 
and sometimes a central candle, known as the Christ candle. The 
Advent candles are lighted throughout Advent, but the Christ 
candle is not lighted until Christmas Eve. Traditionally, the four 
Advent candles are purple, though sometimes a pink or rose 
colored candle is used for the third Sunday in Advent and the 
following week. In contemporary practice, four blue candles are 
used. The Christ candle is white.

_ The Advent wreath includes many symbols. The 


wreath is in the shape of a circle, with no beginning 
and no ending. This reminds us that there is no 
beginning and no ending to God, and that God’s 
love and caring for us never ends. The evergreen 
branches are a sign of ever new life. The candles 
tell us of the light which came into the world with 
Jesus Christ. The traditional colours of the Advent 
candles, three violet and one rose, are penitential 
colours, reminding us of our need for God’s help to 
be the people we’re meant to be. The white candle 
which we light on Christmas Eve signifies the 
coming of Christ. i 


Today we light the first candle, the candle of hope. 


The people of Israel heard of God’s promises 
through the prophets. The prophets spoke of the 
way the world would be when people returned to 
their God - a world of peace and harmony. The 
people of Israel hoped and prayed for such a world. 
We hope and pray for such a world today. 


Hope is like a light shining in a dark place. As we 
light this candle, we celebrate the hope of Israel, 
and the hope that we have in Jesus Christ.

One beautiful tradition of Advent is the lighting of the Advent 
wreath. The Advent wreath may be used in the church, at home, 
and in the church school. The purpose of the wreath is to deepen 
understanding of Christmas. From the First Sunday in Advent to 
Christmas Eve, the wreath grows in beauty and light until it is 
replaced by the creche and the Christmas tree which symbolize 
Christ and the eternal life he has won for us. 


Historically the Advent wreath is traced to pagan sources. Some 
believe the wreath originated in Scandinavia. During the shortest 
days of the year, people placed lighted candles in a wheel. They 
prayed the god of light to turn the wheel of the earth toward the 
sun again and lengthen the days. The custom was adapted by the 
Christian Church to demonstrate that the people dwelling in 
darkness were so admirably given light by the Son of God. Since 
Advent sets a mood of waiting in the dark and since Christ was 
born on a day when light begins to gain ascendency over the 
darkness, lighting the Advent wreath is a most appropriate custom. 
Later the practice spread to Central and Western Europe. 


The form of a wreath evolved from the use of a simple spray of 
evergreen placed near the hearth. The evergreen symbolized the 
everlasting life found in Christ. Since the greens came from out 
of doors where nature was in its winter sleep, the evergreen 
testified to the continuation of life. Bending the branch so that the 
ends touched formed a circle, further symbolizing life without end, 
and the evergreen spray became a wreath. 


The candles signified God’s Son as the light of the world. 
Customarily, there are. four candles for the four weeks of Advent, 
and sometimes a central candle, known as the Christ candle. The 
Advent candles are liglited throughout Advent, but the Christ 
candle is not lighted until Christmas Eve. Traditionally, the four 
Advent candles are purple, though sometimes a pink or rose 
colored candle is used for the third Sunday in Advent and the 
following week. In contemporary practice, four blue candles are 
used. The Christ candle is white.

7:30 P.M. AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent Offices made a 
very vivid preparation for the coming of our Lord to Earth. 
This Carol Service, which is taken largely from the one used in 
King’s College, Cambridge, is designed to include as many of 
these features as possible. Properly, the choir should be moving 
in Procession from West to East, from ’Darkness to Light’, but 
the short length of our Nave only allows us to do this 
symbolically. First, from the gallery the ancient Advent Prose, 
and a Carol, announce the hope of the Messiah. After a 
bidding Prayer, the choir enters, singing St. Ambroses’s great 
hymn, "Come, thou Redeemer of the earth". Prophetic lections 
alternate with carols. Finally the Gospel of the Redemption 
replaces the Prophets and the whole congregation stands to say 
with the Minister the last Responsory of Advent, and to sing the 
great Advent hymn, "O come, Emmanuel".

INDIVIDUAL AND COMMUNITY 


A study performed by the Quebec research 
institute on culture (La société québécoise 
en tendances 1960-1990) reveals that the 
various charters of rights of persons are but 
a juridical recognition of the strong 
individualistic trends found in our culture. 
Numerous examples could easily be brought 
to illustrate how individualism comes into 
conflict with values that are proper to the 
couple, the family and the community. the 
Christian faith, on th eother hand, while it 
affirms the infinite value of the human 
person, never considers this person apart 
from the network of fraternal relations 
between persons, in the family and in the 
community. Ever since the time when God 
created man and woman in his image, on 
through that period when He gathered and 
constituted his elected people, and finally 
right on into the recognition that we were 
made brothers and sisters in Christ, the 
Judeo-Christian faith has revealed itself as 
essentially communitarian. In this light, the 
Christian faith questions any individualistic 
trend as a threat to the communitarian 
dimension of the human person, a threat to 
his or her vocation as brother or sister, as 
member of the community and of the 
Church as well. The kingdom of God 
initiated by Jesus is one of justice, of peace 
and of love. It establishes a certain quality 
of relationship of persons with God and 
with each other. The Christian faith 
appears therefore as a challenge to present- 
day culture, asking it to serve the 
communitarian and fraternal vocation of the 
human person.

LEGIONS IN LIMBO 


Some years ago the United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees reported that there 
were 16 million people in the world who, 
exiled from their own lands, were 
unassimilated into many other lands.

LEGIONS IN LIMBO 


Some years ago the United Nations High 
Commission for Refugees reported that there 
were 16 million people in the world who, 
exiled from their own lands, were 
unassimilated into many other lands. Today 
the number is nearer 25 million. 


"It is almost impossible for an ordinary British 
citizen living today", writes Janet Lacey in her 
story of Christian Aid, "to grasp that probably 
every day and every night since the Lord said 
to Joseph in a dream ‘Get up now and cross 
the border into Egypt’, families have been 
crossing borders into foreign lands because of 
fear or persecution, most of them knowing 
they would never return. " 


Some of these millions are still on the 
move, shifted from reception centre to 
reception centre or knocking on the doors of 
one consulate after another, on a journey with 
no end in sight. Millions more are penned up 
in the same squalid camp year after year. 
Children who were born in them have grown 
up, married, and produced behind the same 
wire a new generation without home or hope. 

Some of you who read this may plan 
from time to time to go away for a holiday. 
As you pack your suitcase, stop a moment to 
decide what you would put into it if it had to 
contain all that you could call your own for 
the next five years. If you ever travel by 
train, as you cross the station towards your 
platform, imagine how you would bring up 
your family there for the next 15 years, as 
many hundreds have done on Sealdah station 
in Calcutta.

ANTHOLOGY 
BUILDING A STATE 


I am convinced that we will never 
build a democratic state based on rule of 
law if we do not at the same time build a 
state that is - regardless of how 
unscientific this may sound to the ears of 
a political scientist - humane, moral, 
intellectual and spiritual, and cultural. 
The best laws and the best-conceived 
democratic mechanisms will not in 
themselves guarantee legality or freedom 
or human rights - anything, in short, for 
which they were intended - if they are not 
underpinned by certain human and social 
values. What good, for instance, would 
a law be if no one respected it, no one 
defended it, and no one tried responsibly 
to follow it? It would be nothing but a 
scrap of paper. What use would elections 
be in which the voter’s only choice was 
between a greater and a lesser scoundrel? 
What use would a wide variety of political 
parties be if not one of them had the 
general interest of society at heart? 


No state - that is, no constitutional, 
legal, and political system - is anything in 
and of itself, outside historical time and 
social space. It is not the clever technical 
invention of a team of experts, like a 
computer or a telephone. Every state, on 
the contrary, grows out of specific 
intellectual, spiritual, and cultural 
traditions that breathe substance into it 
and give it meaning.

The other asks him what’s 
the matter. The first buffalo says "I’ve 
just heard a discouraging word". Well, 
there are a lot of such words around. 
Here is a very fine encouraging word I 
came across recently. It’s by Frederick 
Buechner. "To remember my life is to 
remember countless times when I might 
have given up, when humanly speaking I 
might have gotten lost beyond the power 
of any to find me. But I didn’t. I have 
not given up. And each of you, with all 
the memories you have and the tales you 
could tell, you also have not given up. 
You also are survivors and are here. And 
what does that tell, our surviving? It tells 
us that weak as we are, a strength beyond 
our strength has pulled us through at least 
this far...Foolish as we are, a wisdom 
beyond our wisdom has flickered up just 
often enough to light us if not to the right 
path through the forest, at least to the 
path that leads forward...Faint of heart as 
we are, a love beyond our power to love 
has kept our hearts alive". A lovely piece 
from Frederick Buechner’s book 
"A Room to Remember".

One has a pained expression 
on his face. The other asks him what’s 
the matter. The first buffalo says "I’ve 
just heard a discouraging word". Well, 
there are a lot of such words around. 
Here is a very fine encouraging word I 
came across recently. It’s by Frederick 
Buechner. "To remember my life is to 
remember countless times when I might 
have given up, when humanly speaking I 
might have gotten lost beyond the power 
of any to find me. But I didn’t. I have 
not given up. And each of you, with all 
the memories you have and the tales you 
could tell, you also have not given up. 
You also are survivors and are here. And 
what does that tell, our surviving? It tells 
us that weak as we are, a strength beyond 
our strength has pulled us through at least 
this far...Foolish as we are, a wisdom 
beyond our wisdom has flickered up just 
often enough to light us if not to the right 
path through the forest, at least to the 
path that leads forward...Faint of heart as 
we are, a love beyond our power to love 
has kept our hearts alive". A lovely piece 
from Frederick Buechner’s book 
"A Room to Remember".

ANTHOLOGY 
WHAT I BELIEVE 


It is a great mistake to think that the 
marketplace and morality are mutually 
exclusive. Precisely the opposite is true: 
the marketplace can work only if it has its 
own morality - a morality generally 
enshrined in laws, regulations, traditions, 
experiences, customs - in the rules of the 
game, to put it simply. No game can be 
played without rules. (it is no 
coincidence that many ancient religious 
books come with both a moral codex and 
something like a set of regulations for 
commerce.) 

It is, of course, impossible to avoid 
projecting scientific knowledge into 
specific decisions, including decisions of 
the economic and political variety. Yet 
two things must always be kept in mind. 
In the first place, scientific knowledge can 
serve life, but life is certainly not here 
merely to confirm someone’s scientific 
discoveries and thus serve science. And 
in the seċond place, science may be a 
remarkable product and instrument of the 
human spirit, but it is not in itself a 
guarantee of a humane outcome. A 
familiar example: science can lead people 
to discover atomic energy, but it cannot 
guarantee that they will not blow each 
other up. 

Clearly, nothing can get along 
without the participation of powers as 
unscientific as healthy common sense and 
the human conscience. 

Not even economic reform.

ANTHOLOGY 
WHAT I BELIEVE 


It is a great mistake to think that the 
marketplace and morality are mutually 
exclusive. Precisely the opposite is true: 
the marketplace can work only if it has its 
own morality - a morality generally 
enshrined in laws, regulations, traditions, 
experiences, customs - in the rules of the 
game, to put it simply. No game can be 
played without rules. (_it is no 
coincidence that many ancient religious 
books come with both a moral codex and 
something like a set of regulations for 
commerce.) 

It is, of course, impossible to avoid 
projecting scientific knowledge into 
specific decisions, including decisions of 
the economic and political variety. Yet 
two things must always be kept in mind. 
In the first place, scientific knowledge can 
serve life, but life is certainly not here 
merely to confirm someone’s scientific 
discoveries and thus serve science. And 
in the second place, science may be a 
remarkable product and instrument of the 
human spirit, but it is not in itself a 
guarantee of a humane outcome. A 
familiar example: science can lead people 
to discover atomic energy, but it cannot 
guarantee that they will not blow each 
other up. 

Clearly, nothing can get along 
without the participation of powers as 
unscientific as healthy common sense and 
the human conscience. 

Not even economic reform.

From time to time I find constant 
surprise and, I must confess, satisfaction, 
from the fact that certain really great 
and valuable things constantly and 
unexpectedly recur in life. We think 
they are gone, that society and culture 
have decided in their up-to-the-minute 
wisdom that a great truth is no longer 
true, when, presto, we listen a bit more 
carefully to the contemporary language, 
look a second time at the leaping 
restless contemporary images, and we 
realize that the old is not old at all! It 
is instead timeless. There it is in new 
garments. For instance, take our efforts 
since time began to describe the pattern 
or sequence of a human lifetime. 
Homer’s story of Ulysses does it in 
extended narrative. In its own way the 
story of David does it in the Hebrew 
scriptures. The cycle of Arthur and the 
Round Table does it. Shakespeare does 
it in that wonderful speech that names 
the human stages "At first the infant, 
mewling and puking in his mother’s 
arms". (Obviously the Bard of Avon was 
not overly impressed by the newborn). 
In the 17th century you have the stages 
of life done again by John Bunyon in 
"Pilgrim’s Progress". I think of all these 
as I see the rows of paperbacks today 
replete with the very latest psychological 
patois and theory, naming the stages of 
the human journey as if for the first 
time. Take-heart, gentle reader, we 
have been this way before, and will 
again.

ANTHOLOGY 
STAGES OF LIFE 


From time to time I find constant 
surprise and, I must confess, satisfaction, 
from the fact that certain really great 
and valuable things constantly and 
unexpectedly recur in life. We think 
they are gone, that society and culture 
have decided in their up-to-the-minute 
wisdom that a great truth is no longer 
true, when, presto, we listen a bit more 
carefully to the contemporary language, 
look a second time at the leaping 
restless contemporary images, and we 
realize that the old is not old at all! It 
is instead timeless. There it is in new 
garments. For instance, take our efforts 
since time began to describe the pattern 
or sequence of a human lifetime. 
Homer’s story of Ulysses does it in 
extended narrative. In its own way the 
story of David does it in the Hebrew 
scriptures. The cycle of Arthur and the 
Round Table does it. Shakespeare does 
it in that wonderful speech that names 
the human stages "At first the infant, 
mewling and pusing in his mother’s 
arms". (Obviously the Bard of Avon was 
not overly impressed by the newborn). 
In the 17th century you have the stages 
of life done again by John Bunyon in 
"Pilgrim’s Progress“. I think of all these 
as I see the rows of paperbacks today 
replete with the very latest psychological 
patois and theory, naming the stages of 
the human journey as if for the first 
time. Take-heart, gentle reader, we 
have been this way before, and will 
again.

ANTHOLOGY 


There is not one of us whose life has not 
already been touched somewhere with joy, so 
that in order to make it real to us, to show it 
forth, it should be enough for Jesus simply to 
remind us of it, to make us remember the 
joyous moments of our own lives. Yet this is 
not easy because, ironically enough, these are 
likely to be precisely the moments that we do 
not associate with religion. We tend to think 
that joy is not only rot properly religious but 
that it is even the opposite of religion. We 
tend to think that religion is sitting stiff and 
antiseptic and a little bored and that joy is 
laughter and freedom and reaching out our 
arms to embrace the whole wide and 
preposterous earth which is so beautiful that 
sometimes it nearly breaks our hearts. We 
need to be reminded that at its heart 
Christianity is joy and that laughter and 
freedom and the reaching out of arms are the 
essence of it. We need to be reminded too 
that joy is not the same as happiness. 
Happiness is man-made - a happy home, a 
happy marriage, a happy relationship with our 
friends and within our jobs. We work for 
these things, and if we are careful and wise 
and lucky, we can usually achieve them. 
Happiness is one of the highest achievements 
of which we are capable, and when it is ours, 
we take credit for it, and properly so. But we 
never take credit for our moments of joy 
because we know that they are not man-made 
and that we are never really responsible for 
them. They come when they come. They are 
always sudden and quick and unrepeatable.

It opens up 
deep levels of our personality which 
had been shut out by old decisions and 
old exclusions. It shows a way where 
there was no way before. It liberates 
us from the tragedy of having to 
decide and having to exclude, because 
it is given before any decision. 
Suddenly we notice it within us! The 
new which we sought and longed for 
comes to us in the moment in which 
we lose hope of ever finding it. That 
is the first thing we must say about the 
new: it appears when and where it 
chooses. We cannot force it, and we 
cannot calculate it. Readiness is the 
only condition for it.

ANTHOLOGY 
LOVE AND ANGER 


Gerald May is a psychiatrist whose 
writing I find perceptive and helpful. He is 
Director for Spiritual Guidance in the Shalem 
Institute for Spiritual Formation. He is the 
younger brother of Rollo May who has now 
retired and has some very well known books 
to his credit, such as LOVE AND WILL. 
One of the things that Gerald May has written 
eloquently and sensitively about is the emotion 
that we all know, we all experience, we all 
feel uncomfortable about, and we all have 
different ways of dealing with. That emotion 
is anger. 

We cannot escape experiencing anger 
unless we isolate ourselves on some kind of 
island of which we are the only inhabitant. 
The other reason why the experience of anger 
is inevitable in our lives is that the more 
important is the particular involvement in our 
lives the more likely is the possibility of 
experiencing anger in that involvement. 
Usually the three areas of greatest investment 
or involvement in our lives is the area of 
relationships. Of those the areas of most 
investment is the person we may be married 
to, and the children we live with. Another 
area is those among whom we work. If we 
think about it those are the areas where most 
anger is experienced, whether we show it or 
not. 

Actually the truth is that we certainly 
will show anger if only by putting a lot of 
energy into trying not to show it. Into all this 
Gerald May puts another thought. He points 
out that the very areas where anger is 
experienced most are likely to be those areas 
where we can discover the presence of love.

ANTHOLOGY 
FRIENDSHIP 


I want to share what I think is a 
magnificent insight about friendship. It 
comes from an essay by Michael 
Ignatieff, that most sensitive and insightful 
of writers. Of friendship he writes... 

"Friendship is valuable precisely 
because it is so precarious: one well 
timed joke can establish it, one cutting 
remark can end it. Because of the brittle 
contingency of friendship, we distinguish 
between old friends and new ones; and 
when we say that we love the old ones 
best, we do not necessarily mean they 
know us best, but simply that they have 
stayed the course, through all the various 
separations and uprootings. With old 
friends there is often nothing left to say. 
All the topics have been tried; you have 
come up against the incorrigible in one 
another. You are left with time itself, 
sitting in silence, reeling it in together". 

That’s the quote I wanted to share 
from Michael Ignatieff. It comes from an 
essay he wrote entitled "Lodged in the 
Heart and Memory". It was published in 
the London Times Literary Supplement 
and a section of it was in a recent issue of 
Harpers. Ignatieff writes not only of 
friendship but also of Romantic lore. He 
probes the full spectrum of our 
relationships. I commend the essay to 
you.

ANTHOLOGY 


It is rather striking that in 
St. Mark’s Gospel faith is never set over 
against unbelief. These two words are 
not used in opposition to each other. 
Faith is always set over against fear. 
"Why are you afraid?", our Lord says, 
"Have you no faith?" When in the few 
moments that I become aware of myself 
as I really am (and they are always 
painful moments) I become aware that I 
am really almost all the time, except by 
grace, subject to fear. Fear of others 
and of what others will think; fear of 
failure and the consequences of it; fear 
of illness or inadequacy; fear of death, 
however theses things are expressed. 
And if one asks for the greatest single 
cause of the tension which dominates 
most of our lives most of the time and 
inhibits our freedom, one would have to 
say that the cause of that tension in 
ninety-nine out of a hundred cases is 
fear. These are not by any means 
rational fears, but irrational ones over 
which you have no controi or seem to 
have none. The Psalmist said that "they 
were afraid where no fear was". You 
have only to become even faintly 
familiar with yourself to realise how 
much fear of one sort or another restricts 
your freedom and destroys it. And the 
amazing thing about the Gospel is that 
where the Gospel is really embraced and 
where the life is honestly handed over as 
far as is possible to our Lord himself, 
then to that degree he does conquer our 
fears and sets us free.

ANTHOLOGY 


The Holy Spirit is the 
dimension of the Godhead that 
represents richness, variety, 
abundance. When the Spirit speaks to 
our spirit he speaks to that which is 
most creative, most special, most 
original in each of us, and therefore 
he stirs up a vast superabundance of 
creative diversification. If the Spirit is 
to call out the best in each of us, and 
if each of us is unique and special, 
then the work of the Spirit is not a 
work of bland homogenization but 
rather one of wild, glorious 
differentiation. 

The Holy Spirit could be 
thought of as a kind of divine Tinker 
Bell, flitting through space, whirling, 
spinning, leaping, diving, dancing, 
hand-clapping, darting, sparking forth 
with his divine wand flashes of divine 
creativity. The Holy Spirit is a 
laughing spirit, a poltergeist, a 
leprechaun. We dull, drab human 
beings want to arrange his program, 
restrict his performance. "Holy Spirit," 
we say, "we accept the mystery of 
Pentecost and the mystery of unity 
among human-kind, but would you 
please create that unity our way. 
Make everyone like everyone else. All 
this richness and abundance, this 
spectacle and exuberance, this variety 
and diversity are just too much for us 
to cope with." As well try to tame the 
wind, for the Holy Spirit will continue 
to blow whither he wills.

ANTHOLOGY 


As you probably know, Bruno 
Bettelheim is regarded by some as the 
greatest living child psychologist. He 
is now eighty-four years of age and is 
still immensely creative. In fact his 
latest book has just been. published. 
Its entitled "A GOOD ENOUGH 
PARENT". I mention it because it 
comes to grips with some things I 
hear being expressed by many young 
parents these days. We live at a time 
when being a parent is an extremely 
complex task. We are in a period of 
incalculable change. There are many 
situations we must respond to for 
which there is little or no precedent. 
The relationship between childhood 
and adulthood is very different from 
what it was only a generation or two 
ago. The end result is often extreme 
anxiety among today’s parents. It is 
interesting hearing Bettelheim 
responding to this, particularly to the 
anxiety of parents about preparing a 
child for an uncertain future. "No 
parent" says Bettelheim, “has ever 
known what his or her child will turn 
out to be. The best preparation for 
the future is to try to do well in the 
present. For this we must try to give 
our child security and self respect." 
As I read that I realized that these two 
qualities are timeless things. They are 
not peculiar to this or any other time. 
As a parent I cannot give my child 
answers to all he or she will have to 
face and to respond to. ButI can give 
him or her certain timeless resources 
for dealing with what life brings. I 
think this is what Bettelheim means. 
The book, by the way, has been 
published by Thames and Hudson.

~ ANTHOLOGY 


BEING A CHURCHWARDEN THEN! 


The 16th century saw in England a 
change in local government from manor court to 
vestry. From this point the poor harassed 
Churchwardens had the responsibility of the 
maintenance of public highways. They had to 
establish both the authority and the machinery 
for carrying out their duties, which in due 
course also included the appointment of parish 
constables for the keeping of law and order. 
Thus we find that in the parish of Oldham, 
Lancashire, although "surveyors of the ways" 
had been appointed at the Easter Vestry 
Meetings, the Churchwardens were fined in 
1604 for "not repairing the highways and 
finding the carts according to custom". 
Parishioners were legally obliged to work four 
days per year on the repairing of the roads and 
to provide a stipulated number of carts. 
Probably the over-worked wardens had not been 
able to organize a labour force! 


Mention has been made of the 
Churchwardens’ obligation to require the clergy 
to "toe the line" - as well as the parishioners. 
The Churchwardens usually occupied a pew in 
a controlling position. From this place of 
vantage they could survey and control the 
behaviour of the congregation. (They were in 
close proximity to the clergy also). 


During a vacancy in the parish it was 
the Churchwardens’ duty to ‘plow and sow the 
rector’s glebes, take in the crop, gather in tithes, 
thresh and sell his corn, repair housing, fences, 
etc. on glebe land’.

ANTHOLOGY 


ALL THE DIFFERENCE 


Recently I happened to notice the 
list of bestsellers in the book review of the 
New York Times. They have two lists, one 
fiction and one non. In the nonfiction list I 
saw that Scott Peck’s THE ROAD LESS 
TRAVELLED has been on that list for an 
amazing 418 weeks! I suspect that must be 
a bit of a record, but I don’t know and at the 
moment it doesn’t matter. However, seeing 
the title of that perennial bestseller again, I 
was reminded of the source of its title. You 
may know it but I think it is worth sharing 
again. It is one of the very lovely and 
haunting short poems in the English 
language, at least in my opinion: 


Two roads diverged in a yellow wood, 
and sorry I could not travel both

Something has happened to 
the words "prudence" and "prudent".

I wondered 
that the other day when I came across 
a very fine reflection on the meaning 
of prudence: "Prudence sounds like an 
old fashioned word, a dusty virtue...a 
notion that seems more starchily 
reserved than vitally human. Prudence 
actually refers to how we pull ourselves 
together at decisive moments in time. 
Prudence is the word we use to 
describe that instant in which we 
integrate the elements of our 
personality - intellectual and emotional 
- fusing them so that we act for 
ourselves at this particular 
moment...Prudence means that we are 
being fully human rather than just 
impulsive, honest rather than 
deceptive, open rather than blind to all 
that is going on inside ourselves. The 
prudent person does not just come to 
stark intellectual conclusion; he or she 
feels throughout their being the 
rightness for themselves of a certain 
course of action. They have as clear a 
grasp of their motives as possible, 
taking into account their own 
weaknesses as well as their strengths." 
I thought that piece a magnificent 
description of prudence, something we 
can so often think of as dated, old 
fashioned, repressive. It’s by Eugene 
Kennedy, from his book THE JOY OF 
BEING HUMAN.

A THOUGHT CONNECTED WITH WORSHIP 


Most of us who are older were brought up in a world where there were a lot of rules. 

I can hear some voices say — not a bad idea! Some of those rules were about worship. 
There were places where one knelt or stood or sat, and those places and moments 
never changed. But then there comes a time when one’s body is not that willing to 
obey all the rules! What | am saying is that those of us who need to should feel free to 
do what allows us to worship most easily and naturally. There is no reason one cannot 
stand at the altar rail for Communion, or sit for a moment of prayer. And there is no 
reason why we cannot bring you Communion if it is just too difficult for you to come 
forward. Just let us know. 


SMALL CHILDREN 


Small children are very transparent in everything, their 
facial expressions, their actions, their moods. Sometimes 
they will take the Bread of Communion nervously, 
sometimes mischievously, sometimes with an obvious 
seriousness and awe. It’s a good idea to communicate to 
them that this is a very special moment when we meet 
Our Lord in a special way and accept his gift. For that 
reason | think we should do our best to see that the 
sacred Bread is eaten before we leave the rail. 


AN ENCOUNTER 


‘Talking of children, 1 watched a rich moment of encounter between a very elderly 
person and a child at the coffee hour recently. The child and the adult had almost met 
head on as the small one worked off some energy chasing someone else. What was 
good to see was the way the adult responded smilingly even though a bit shaken and 
the way the child expressed concem for the near collision. We have all the generations 
sharing spaces that are sometimes pretty crowded (nice problem for us to ona but we 
need to be considerate about this. 


LETTERS — 


Recently the Pastoral Care department of the 
General Hospital wrote to ask if anyone wished.to help with their contingency fund.

We received a very interesting letter from Margaret Waterchief.

Margaret says, “These 
changes are all part of an effort to be who we are and still be a 
part of the Christian congregation of Jesus Christ”. 


CALLED TO CARE 


Called To Care gets letters because, through the work of this group, all of us are enabled 
to reach out to many needs. A special letter from someone we will call Andrea. She is a 
young woman who recently underwent a bone marrow transplant. Ironically if one 
insists on staying off social assistance one has to pay for one’s own drugs. On the other 
hand it is physically impossible to work. Andrea was helped by the Oncology Fund of 
our parish’s Called to Care community. a 


Recently she wrote returning most of the grant she received from us, with a letter of 
thanks. She had been refunded by Blue Cross. The po‘nt is that in the gap she really 
needed the money for her drugs. Andrea is 26. She is ‘sack at work after two years in 
and out of hospital. She is not the only one this parish fund has helped. The fund is now 
very low.

You know as well as I do that 
there is a great deal of anger around these 
days.

They take it and they survive and on the 
surface things seem to be reasonably alright 
but underneath anger builds. I thought of 
this recently when I came across a passage 
in a book by someone who is a hermit. I 
know that sounds strange and medieval but 
I mean it literally. Maggie Ross is a 
professed religious who lives in solitariness. 
What she writes is very powerful. Listen to 
what she says about anger. "Sometimes after 
severe psychological or physical or spiritual 
trauma we are left with residual emotional 
reactions... Anger for instance. It can grind 
into our soul like sand against the soft parts 
of a mollusk. Sometimes we can be swept 
before we know it into a sea of rage. I used 
to think that there was never any excuse for 
anger, until I underwent an experience so 
painful that my anger was the only vehicle 
through which my sanity was kept intact. I 
lived with this anger, struggled with it, 
fought it, nearly drowned from my 
thrashing, and finally simply allowed it to 
run its course...I began to see that, like the 
occasional bizarre reversal of ocean currents, 
the life giving anger at least this once had 
served a healthful function in me, had kept 
me afloat. And I also saw that the time had 
come to let it go, that it must have no root 
in me." 

I thought that a very honest and 
helpful statement about an emotion that 
most of us think to be always negative. It 
doesn’t have to be so. I have a feeling that 
might be good for some of us to hear.

INCOMPLETE 


If you think about the cause of 
a great deal of stress in our lives, the 
stress that causes a fair amount of 
physical tension, I think we find that 
one of the most frequent causes is the 
feeling of not being able to complete 
things.

I was immensely 
intrigued by that. It stayed in my mind, 
and will stay. As I look at it on the 
page it seems to me that it is saying no 
to impossible deadlines, often self 
imposed, but saying yes to being 
faithful to one’s tasks.

BIBLE READINGS 


Collect 


O God, your son made himself known to his disciples in the 
breaking of bread. Open the eyes of our faith, that we may see him in his 
redeeming work, who is alive and reigns with you and the Holy Spirit, one 
God, now and for ever. Amen. 


The Holy Gospel of Our Lord Jesus Christ according to John. 


Jesus revealed himself again to the disciples by the Sea of Tiberias 
in this way. Simon Peter, Thomas called the Twin, Nathanael of Cana in 
Galilee, the sons of Zebedee, and two others of Jesus’ disciples were 
together. Simon Peter said to them, "I am going fishing." They said to him, 
"We will go with you." They went out and got into the boat; but that night 
they caught nothing. 

Just as day was breaking, Jesus stood on the beach; yet the disciples 
did not know that it was Jesus. Jesus said to them, "Children, have you any 
fish?" They answered him, "No." Jesus said to them, "Cast the net on the 
right side of the boat, and you will find some." So they cast it, and now they 
were not able to haul it in, for the quantity of fish. That disciple whom Jesus 
loved said to Peter, "It is the Lord!" When Simon Peter heard that it was the 
Lord, he put on his clothes, for he was stripped for work, and sprang into 
the sea. But the other disciples came in the boat, dragging the net full of 
fish, for they were not far from the land, but about a hundred yards off. 

When they got out on land, they saw a charcoal fire there, with fish 
lying on it, and bread. Jesus said to them, "Bring some of the fish that you 
have just caught." So Simon Peter went aboard and hauled the net ashore, 
full of large fish, a hundred and fifty-three of them; and although there were 
sO many, the net was not torn. Jesus said to them, "Come and have 
breakfast." Now none of the disciples\dared ask him, "Who are you?" They 
knew it was the Lord. Jesus came and took the bread and gave it to them, 
and so with the fish. This was now the third time that Jesus was revealed to 
the disciples after having been raised from the dead. 

When they had finished breakfast, Jesus said to Simon Peter, 
"Simon, son of John, do you love me more than these?" Simon Peter said to 
Jesus, "Yes, Lord; you know that I love you." Jesus said to him, "Feed my 
lambs." A second time Jesus said to him, "Simon, son of John, do you love 
me?" He said to Jesus, "Yes Lord; you know that I love you." Jesus said to 
him, "Tend my sheep." Jesus said to him the third time, "Simon, son of John, 
do you love me?" Peter was grieved because Jesus said to him the third time, 
"Do you love me?" And Peter said to him, "Lord, you know everything; you 
know that I love you." Jesus said to him, "Feed my sheep. Truly, truly, I say 
to you, when you were young, you girded yourself and walked where you 
would; but when you are old, you will stretch out your hands, and another 
will gird you and carry you where you do not wish to go." (This Jesus said 
to show by what death Peter was to glorify God.) John 21:1-19 


ANTHOLOGY 


INCOMPLETE 


If you think about the cause of 
a great deal of stress in our lives, the 
stress that causes a fair amount of 
physical tension, I think we find that 
one of the most frequent causes is the 
feeling of not being able to complete 
things. You know what I mean. You 
haven’t succeeded in getting all the 
day’s phone calls done. The 
information you need to complete 
some particular form is not available. 
The research you are doing has failed 
to produce what you expected. The 
parts you need to do a job have not 
arrived from wherever. On and on it 
goes. The fact of the matter of course 
is that life is meant to be incomplete. 
We are so designed that we fight this 
fact all our lives. Our culture cheers us 
on while we do this, cheers us on and 
watches us wear down. What triggered 
these thoughts? I was at a morning 
session the other day and I heard one 
of the speakers tell 2 very wise old 
rabbinical saying. It goes like this - "It 
is not given thee to complete the work, 
neither is it given to thee to desist 
from the work." I was immensely 
intrigued by that. It stayed in my mind, 
and will stay. As I look at it on the 
page it seems to me that it is saying no 
to impossible deadlines, often self 
imposed, but saying yes to being 
faithful to one’s tasks.

On the evening of that day, the first day of the week, the doors 
being shut where the disciples were, for fear of the Judeans, Jesus came 
and stood among them and said to them, "Peace be with you."

Looking for God - or Heaven - by 
exploring space is like reading or seeing all 
Shakespeare’s plays in the hope that you 
will find Shakespeare as one of the 
characters or Stratford as one of the places. 
Shakespeare is in one sense present at 
every moment in every play. But he is 
never present in the same way as Falstaff 
or Lady Macbeth. Nor is he diffused 
through the play like a gas.

THE PRIE-DIEU 


The antique shop was a large one. 
I found myself in it only because the 
family was in a nearby store, and I am not 
a shopper by nature. 

Near the back and standing half 
hidden among elderly pieces of furniture, 
I saw what was once called a prie-dieu, a 
simple padded wooden kneeler with a front 
rail on which to lean as you knelt. Prie- 
dieu simply means “before God." 

Many people in our society would 
view all that the old confessional prie-dieu 
stands for as passe. Who needs, they might 
well say, a system where we kneel in 
childish dependence to whisper the self- 
doubts and guilts and fears of our humanity 
to a far away and debatable god? After all, 
we are mature modern people! 

` The ironic thing, however, is that 
in our society millions of people hunger for 
a relationship in which they can share 
those same timeless self-doubts and fears 
and guilts. Sometimes we turn to the army 
of professional listeners we have recruited 
- counsellors, psychologists, psychiatrists. 
We carry out in their offices what 
countless people did on this old prayer 
kneeler. They called it confessing their 
sins. We feel such language to be 
moralistic and judgmental. We have other 
language. In the sixties we called it "letting 
it all hang out." In the nineties it’s “telling 
your story." But the fact of the matter is 
that it is, and always will be, our 
confession.

They took Jesus, and he went out, bearing his own cross, to the place called the 
place of a skull, which is called in Hebrew Golgotha. There they crucified him, and with 
him two others, one on either side, and Jesus between them.

BRAZIL 


I recently stayed on a university 
campus in the home of one of the faculty. 
Let’s say the couple’s first names were 
Ralph and Mary. I was told that they had 
just come back a few days before from 
northern Brazil. I presumed that they had 
been on vacation. That intrigued me 
because it struck me that that was not the 
usual area for vacations. It turned out that 
they had not been there on vacation. They 
had taken a group of people to a large 
northern industrial city where they 
themselves had lived for a few years. I 
found that Ralph and Mary had done this a 
number of times, taking groups who 
wished to become aware of the realities of 
life in Brazil. I asked them why they did it. 
They explained how they had lived there, 
he as an educator, she as a social worker. 
While there they had worked very closely 
with another couple, a Brazilian, husband 
and wife team. They became very close. 
But Mary became very ill and had to be 
flown back to North America for an 
operation, which was successful. Very 
soon after Maria, the wife of Ralph’s 
friend and colleague, also became seriously 
ill, did not have access to good treatment, 
and died. The difference in the resources 
of two worlds struck Ralph in a new and 
searing way. He decided to try to do 
something about it. He tries to get others 
to see that reality too. Maybe we all need 
to be shown that reality. I just thought I 
would share the experience of meeting 
these two people.

I suspect that it is this road I shall 
always see, even though as I recall this I 
am a man at the wheeel of a Honda 
Accord on an Alberta highway, much 
further, if I may say so, along the road.

BAMBOO 


I don’t know where this comes 
from but it says a lot to me. It is a 
beautiful and vivid way to get across a 
mysterious truth about life. The truth is 
this, that so often we think that our 
capacity to make a contribution has 
become very limited or has been totally 
taken from us - for instance by sickness 
or some other limitation - only to find 
that we have become able to contribute 
to life in another way. 

This is the piece: "The Master of 
the Garden took Bamboo and cut him 
down and hacked off his branches and 
stripped off his leaves and cleaved him in 
twain and cut out his heart. And lifting 
him gently, carried him to where there 
was a spring of fresh sparkling water in 
the midst of the dry fields. Then putting 
one end of broken Bamboo in the spring 
and the other end into the water channel 
in his field, the Master laid down gently 
his beloved Bamboo. And the spring sang 
welcome and the clear sparkling waters 
raced joyfully down the channel of 
Bamboo’s torn body into the waiting 
fields. The rice was planted and the days 
went by and the shoots grew and the 
harvest came.

BAMBOO 


I don’t know where this comes 
from but it says a lot to me.

ANTHOLOGY 


GEESE 


A few people have mentioned 
this to me so it is probably out there in 
various places but you may not have 
come across it. 

"Next Spring when you see geese 
heading back north for the Summer, 
flying along in a V formation, you might 
be interested in knowing what scientists 
have discovered about why they fly that 
way. It has been learned that as each bird 
flaps its wings it creates an uplift for the 
bird immediately following. By flying in a 
V formation the whole flock adds about 
70% greater flying range than if each bird 
was flying on its own. Whenever a goose 
falls out of formation it suddenly feels the 
drag and resistance of trying to go it 
alone and quickly gets back into 
formation to use the lifting power of the 
birds immediately in front. When the lead 
bird gets tired, it rotates to the back and 
another bird flies the point. The geese 
honk from behind to encourage those up 
front to keep up their speed. Finally 
when a goose gets sick or is wounded by 
gunshot or falls out, two geese fall out of 
formation and follow it down to help and 
protect it. They stay either until it is able 
to fly or until it is dead, and then they 
launch out on their own or with another 
formation to catch up with their group."

ANTHOLOGY 


GEESE 


A few people have mentioned 
this to me so it is probably out there in 
various places but you may not have 
come across it. 

"Next Spring when you see geese 
heading back north for the Summer, 
flying along in a V formation, you might 
be interested in knowing what scientists 
have discovered about why they fly that 
way. It has been learned that as each bird 
flaps its wings it creates an uplift for the 
bird immediately following. By flying in a 
V formation the whole flock adds about 
70% greater flying range than if each bird 
was flying on its own. Whenever a goose 
falls out of formation it suddenly feels the 
drag and resistance of trying to go it 
alone and quickly gets back into 
formation to use the lifting power of the 
birds immediately in front. When the lead 
bird gets tired, it rotates to the back and 
another bird flies the point. The geese 
honk from behind to encourage those up 
front to keep up their speed. Finally 
when a goose gets sick or is wounded by 
gunshot or falls out, two geese fall out of 
formation and follow it down to help and 
protect it. They stay either until it is able 
to fly or until it is dead, and then they 
launch out on their own or with another 
formation to catch up with their group."

ANTHOLOGY 


PATTERN 


Like the rest of us Robert Louis 
Stevenson was a mixture of many things. 


He was certainly, for better or for worse, 


a romantic. He had many moods. But he 
also had a lot of wisdom about life. Here 
is something he wrote around the 
eighteen seventies. He called it his 
pattern for living. It’s siraple and I liked 
it. 

"Make up your mind to be 
happy. Learn to find pleasure in simple 
things. Make the best of your 
circumstances. No one has everything and 
everyone has something of sorrow 
intermingled with the gladness of life. 
The trick is to make the laughter 
outweigh the tears. Don’t take yourself 
too seriously. Don’t think that somehow 
you should be protected from the 
misfortunes that befall others. You can’t 
please everybody so don’t let criticism 
worry you. Don’t let cthers set your 
standards. Be yourself. Do the things you 
enjoy doing but stay out of of debt. 
Don’t borrow trouble. Imaginery things 
are harder to bear than the actual ones. 
Since hate poisons the soul, do not 
cherish enmities and grudges. Have many 
interests. If you cannot travel read about 
new places. Don’t hold post mortems. 
Don’t brood over sorrows and mistakes. 
Do what you can for those less fortunate 
than yourself. Keep busy at something. A 
busy person doesn’t have time to be 
unhappy." 

Some thoughts of Robert Louis 
Stevenson. Yes, I know. They are very 
simple. Maybe that’s why they appeal.

PATTERN 


Like the rest of us Robert Louis

eighteen seventies. He called it his 
pattern for living. It’s simple and I liked 
it. 

"Make up your mind to be 
happy. Learn to find pleasure in simple 
things. Make the best of your 
circumstances. No one has everything and 
everyone has something of sorrow 
intermingled with the gladness of life. 
The trick is to make the laughter 
outweigh the tears. Don’t take yourself 
too seriously. Don’t think that somehow 
you should be protected from the 
misfortunes that befall others. You can’t 
please everybody so don’t let criticism 
worry you. Don’t let others set your 
standards. Be yourself. Do the things you 
enjoy doing but stay out of of debt. 
Don’t borrow trouble. Imaginery things 
are harder to bear than the actual ones. 
Since hate poisons the soul, do not 
cherish enmities and grudges. Have many 
interests. If you cannot travel read about 
new places. Don’t hold post mortems. 
Don’t brood over sorrows and mistakes. 
Do what you can for those less fortunate 
than yourself. Keep busy at something. A 
busy person doesn’t have time to be 
unhappy." 

Some thoughts of Robert Louis 
Stevenson. Yes, I know. They are very 
simple. Maybe that’s why they appeal.

MONASTERY 


If you read science fiction you 
will know the book A Canticle for 
Liebowitz because it is a classic. It is 
set in a monastery in a desert in a 
future world. The monastery changes 
but stays the same. It is a place of 
power and influence. I realized the 
other day that this fictional monastery 
has a counterpart in reality. 

The monastery of Saint 
Macarius stands in the Egyptian desert. 
Ali around it are many caves, in each 
of which, for precise and disciplined 
periods, the monks of the monastery 
meditate. Over the years the 
community has done two things. They 
have converted the immediate part of 
the desert around them into fertile 
farmland. The other thing is they have 
set up a literature production and 
distribution centre which affects the 
lives and thinking of the eight million 
Coptic Christians who live within the 
Islamic millions of Egypt. The 
monastery stands in the cesert. Within 
it is the quiet sound of a computer 
terminal. In front of the terminal sits a 
black - robed Orthodox priest. The 
language is at once that of an ancient 
liturgy and a futuristic technology. 

Faith is ancient. It is also 
about tomorrow. That is why it refuses 
to die.

If you read science fiction you 
will know the book A Canticle for 
Liebowitz because it is a classic. It is 
set in a monastery in a desert in a 
future world. The monastery changes 
but stays the same. It is a place of 
power and influence. I realized the 
other day that this fictional monastery 
has a counterpart in reality. 

The monastery of Saint 
Macarius stands in the Egyptian desert. 
All around it are many caves, in each 
of which, for precise and disciplined 
periods, the monks of the monastery 
meditate. Over the years the 
community has done two things. They 
have converted the immediate part of 
the desert around them into fertile 
farmland. The other thing is they have 
set up a literature production and 
distribution centre which affects the 
lives and thinking of the eight million 
Coptic Christians who live within the 
Islamic millions of Egypt. The 
monastery stands in the desert. Within 
it is the quiet sound of a computer 
terminal. In front of the terminal sits a 
black - robed Orthodox priest. The 
language is at once that of an ancient 
liturgy and a futuristic technology. 

Faith is ancient. It is also 
about tomorrow. That is why it refuses 
to die.

Interesting. Do you know that in 
the Hebrew tradition called Tzedekah 
there are seven steps to having a good 
relationship with material things. The 
first is to take care of yourself so that 
you do not become an object of 
charity. The second step is to take care 
of the poor in your own family. The 
third step is to take care cf people you 
know who are poor outside the family. 
The fourth is to set up a fund to take 
care of those you don’t know. The fifth 
step is tc do all these things glumlly, as 
matters of obiigation rather than of joy. 
The sixth step is to begin to be able to 
take care of yourself and others as a 
matter of joy. The final or highest point 
of this ladder is to provide assistance 
in such a manner that neither the 
provider nor the recipient know the 
other’s identity. That’s the tradition 
called Tzedekah. As you move through 
these steps the object for the whole of 
one’s lifetime is to give away annually 
ten per cent of one’s income,and over 
a lifetime ten per cent of one’s 
holdings. | came across this recently in 
an article by a person named Donna 
Schaper in a newsletter | get called 
Action/Information. It struck me that 
what is most interesting about this is 
the way it makes us realize that things 
we wrestle with today have already 
been thought about for thousands of 
years and have many fascinating 
insights attached to them.

The Holy Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ according to Luke. 


And when the time came for their purification according to the law 
of Moses, they brought him up to Jerusalem to present him to the 
Lord (as it is written in the law of the Lord, "Every male that opens 
the womb shall be called holy to the Lord”) and to offer a sacrifice 
according to what is said in the law of the Lord, "a pair of 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons.” Now there was a man in 
Jerusalem whose name was Simeon, and this man was righteous and 
devout, looking for the consolation of Israel, and the Holy Spirit was 
upon him.

prepared in the presence of all peoples, a light for revelation to the 
Gentiles, and for glory to thy people Israel.” And his father and his 
mother marvelled at what was said about him; and Simeon blessed 
them and said to Mary his mother, "Behold, this child is set for the 
fall and rising of many in Israel, and for a sign that is spoken against 
(and a sword will pierce through your own soul also), that thoughts 
out of many hearts may be revealed.” And there was a prophetess, 
Anna, the daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Asher; she was of a 
great age, having lived with her husband seven years from her 
virginity, and as a widow till she was eighty—four. She did not 
depart from the temple, worshipping with fasting and prayer night 
and day. And coming up at that very hour she gave thanks to God, 
and spoke of him to all who were looking for the redemption of 
Jerusalem. And when they had performed everything according to 
the law of the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to their own city, 
Nazareth. And the child grew and became strong, filled with 
wisdom; and the favour of God was upon him. 2. 22—40 


ANTHOLOGY 


POSSESSIONS 


Interesting. Do you know that in 
the Hebrew tradition called Tzedekah 
there are seven steps to having a good 
relationship with material things. The 
first is to take care of yourself so that 
you do not become an object of 
charity. The second step is to take care 
of the poor in your own family. The 
third step is to take care of people you 
know who are poor outside the family. 
The fourth is to set up a fund to take 
care of those you don’t know. The fifth 
step is to do all these things glumly, as 
matters of obligation rather than of joy. 
The sixth step is to begin to be able to 
take care of yourself and others as a 
matter of joy. The final or highest point 
of this ladder is to provide assistance 
in such a manner that neither the 
provider nor the recipient know the 
other’s identity. That’s the tradition 
called Tzedekah. As you move through 
these steps the object for the whole of 
one’s lifetime is to give away annually 
ten per cent of one’s income,and over 
a lifetime ten per cent of one’s 
holdings. | came across this recently in 
an article by a person named Donna 
Schaper in a newsletter | get called 
Action/Information. It struck me that 
what is most interesting about this is 
the way it makes us realize that things 
we wrestle with today have already 
been thought about for thousands of 
years and have many fascinating 
insights attached to them.

The Holy Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ according to John. 


On the third day there was a marriage at Cana in Galilee, and the 
mother of Jesus was there; Jesus also was invited to the marriage, with 
his disciples. When the wine gave out, the mother of Jesus said to him, 
"They have no wine.” And Jesus said to her, "O woman, what have you 
to do with me? My hour has not yet come.” His mother said to the 
servants, "Do whatever he tells you.” Now six stone jars were standing 
there, for the Jewish rites of purification, each holding twenty or thirty 
gallons. Jesus said to them, "Fill the jars with water.” And the servants 
filled them up to the brim. Jesus said to them, "Now draw some out, 
and take it to the steward of the feast.” So they took it. When the
